abroad, not pend without paine, 
„ nor drawne without diligence, 
nor ended with caſe: VVheręin are ſuch and ſo manic 
notable, rare, pleaſant, profitable and precious thinges, 
(meaning one with another) as neuer were yet ſette 
foorth in any volume in our vulgar or Engliſh tongue, 
nay divers of the were neuer hetherto printed, nor writ- 
ten that euer I knew : but onely that I writ them at ſuch 
time as I heard them credibly reported. Thinking them 
ſuch rare things as was woorthy to be regiſtred. Marie I 
muſt confeſſe, I haue ſelected and picked a great ſort out 
of Latin writers: the Authors and writers whereof, I 
haue named moſt commonly at the end of the ſame. And 
ſome notable & precious things 1 gathered out of ſome 
olde Engliſh written Bookes, & ſome alſo not long ſince 
printed, vnwoorthy to be hid, and great pitty but they 
| A2. ſhould 
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ſhould beknown : which purpoſely I haue placed here- 
in, whereby I thinke verily, many will read them, heare 
them, and haue profit by them, that otherwiſe ſnoulde 
neuer haue knowne them. For many (I ſuppoſe) will 
buy this booke for things whereunto they are affectio- 
ned, that neuer could or would haue bought or looked 
on the Bookes, wherein all they are. So that by thys 
meanes, they are like to winne againſt their willes. 
Perhaps you will maruell, that I haue not placed them 
in better order, and that things of like matter are not ioy- 
ned together. Truely there are ſo many of ſo diuers 
and ſundry ſorts, and contrary effects, that it coulde not 
be altogether obſerued. And in my iudgement, through 
the ſtrangeneſſe and varietie of matter, it will bee more 
deſirouſſy and dilightfully read: knowing we are made 
of ſuch a moulde, that delicate daintineſſe delights vs 
much: but wee lothe to be fedde too long with one 
foode: And that long wandring in ſtrange, plęaſant, and 
contrary places, will leſſe wearie vs, then ſhorttrauell in 
often troden ground.

and ſome other practiſes beſides in this Booke, that ma- 
nie both wiſe, learned and eloquent, cannot attaine to 
the vnderſtanding thereof, (much leſſe the cõmon ſort:)

MN the firkt beginning hereof, a rare t ffrange 
matter ſhall appeare, wozth to be marked, 
eſpecially of ſuch as lones o2 vſe Sage. A 
| certaine man beeing in a Garden with bis 
Loner, did take (as he was walking) a fewe 
1} leaues of Sage, who rubbing his teeth and 
gummes therewith, immediatly fell downe 
and died: whereupon his ſaid Louer was examined howe hee 
died, ſhe ſaid, ſhe knew nothing that he ayled, but that hee rub- 
bed his teeth with Sage: and ſhee went with the Judge © other 
into the Garden and place, where the ſame thing happened: and 
then ſhe toke of the ſame Sage to ſhew the how he did, and like⸗ 
wiſe rubbed her teeth and gummes therewith, and pzeſently ſhe 
dyed alſo, to the great maruaile of all them that ſfod by: wheres 
bpon the Judge ſuſpecting the cauſe of their deathes to be in the 
Sage, tauſed the ſaid bed of Sage to be plucked and digged vp, 
and to be burned, leaſt other might haue the like harme thereby. 
And at the rotes, oz vnder the ſaid Sage, there was a great 
Tode found, which infected the ſame Sage with his venomous 
bzeath. Anthonius Mizaldus hath witten of this maruailous 
matter. This may be a warning to ſuch as raſhly vſe to cate 
rawe and vnwaſht Sage: therefoze it is good to plant Rewe 
round about Sage, foz Todes by nomeanes will come nie vn⸗ 
fo Rewe, (as it is thought of ſome.)

The laid Gentleman giues a maruelcus tommen⸗ 
dation of them in a Letter, which be wꝛote to Doctoz Monar- 
dus an exrellent learned Phiſition of Ciuill in Spapne: ſaying, 
that they are maruelous good againſt all venom, and againſt al 
ſoztes of poyſon,as well in meates as otherwt:ſe, and to cuils of 
the harte, and fo expell and kill wozms, and that they haue hea⸗ 
led ſuch diſcaſes with this ſtone, that it is wonderfull to be ſene, 
both of Ladies, Gentlemen, and many other: naming many of 
their names in that Letter: ſaying further, that as a newe thing 


al ſuch takes it in powder, as haue diſeaſes which cannot be hea- 


led by medicine, and many do heale:# fo with many other things 
he pꝛaiſeth God, loꝛ the great benefifes reteiued by the vertues 
of this Beſaar Stone. Aud the ſaid Dodoꝛ Monardus hàuing 
recetued of the ſayd ſtones from the ſapd Gentleman, dooth mar⸗ 
ueilouſip pꝛaiſe and extoll the ſapd Stones in a woꝛthy wozke 02 
booke made by him of certaine Trees, Opies, Plants, and Sto⸗ 
nes of wonderfull great 4 marueilous effeds, whole very wozds 


thereof, (as much as ſhall ſeeme necdfull therefoze:)J Lecre doo 
| v(ter, 
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diſeaſes which the Stones of Peru haue healed, that they which 
do come from thence do tell me, and that Gentlemen doth weite 
me: it would make a great Booke. J will put that onely which 
I haueerperimented, and the effectes that J haue vnderſtoode 
that they dw, and theſe that haue paſt by my hands, whereby all 
credite may be giuen vnto it, and as a thing cerfaine : ſeeing that 
there is experence of it, with all alluraunce and truſt, it may bee 
vſed. Our Occidentall Beſaar Stones haue great vertues, pꝛin- 
cipally they do remedy many perſons which be ſicke of the hart, 
fo: the which J haue giuen great quantifye of them that haue 
beene bꝛought me, t they haue made marvelous effects: ſo much 
that to many perſons which did wound, by taking it away from 
thein, they were deliuered from death. It muſt be giuen when 
they do ſwound, and befoze tt come, taking it in the mozning fas 
ſting with Noſe water, if the partye haue great beate, if not, then 
with the water of Flowers of Dzenges, the quantitye of fower 
graines, euerye time made in powder. In all kinde ofvenome it 
is the moſt pꝛincipal remedy that we know now, and that which 
bath done beft effecte, in many that haue bene popſoned, which 
baue taken if, as well by venome taken af y mouth,as by biting 
of venemous woꝛmes, which are full of popſon. It zoth fruelye 
a marueilous and manifeſt woꝛke, bnto them that haue dzunke 
water ſtanding in a ſtinking Lake, beeing infected with Beaſtes 
oz varment, which are ful of poyſon, and being \wolne immediat⸗ 
ly alter they had dꝛunke it, by taking of this Stone two oz thꝛee 
times, they were remedied, as J baue ſcene them after. c. 

In Peſtilent Feuers J haue giuen if many times, and ſurely 


it dothertinguiſh and kill the malice of them, which is the pꝛin⸗ 


cipall thing that the Phiſitions ſhould pꝛocure in the like diſea⸗ 
ſes, And although he dooth take away the cauſe, and doth with 
dꝛawe the putrification. And if hee do not extinguiſh and take as 
way the mallice, the cure is neuer at an end. Foz that is it which 
killeth, and doth the pꝛincipall hurt. And where there is cerfaine 
ſpots in the body like vnto flea bitings, which do a::5eare in the 
like Feners, the Baſaar Stone of our Indyans, doth make mar- 
ueilous effectes. Of thoſe which they haue bzought mee, J haue 
ſpent the moſt parte, giuing in them the like diſeaſes, and —

vffer. It J would (ſaith he) put beere the great eifedes, and the 
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it hath remedied many with marueilous ſuccele, 4 in that which 
ſome of them hath bene ſpent by me, hath beene in ſowudinges, 
and ſurely J haue ſæne in theſe Stones the effects fo great, that 
it ſeemeth a thing of wonder. And eſpeciallpe, J haue ſeene theſe 
cauſes moze remodied in women, then in men: it is a maruelous 
thing to be taken, and it hath. done manikeſt effects, where there 
is inclancholy humor, it dooth repaire him much. And it dooth in 
him and in all ttinges which do relult of him a great wozke, be 
it vniuerſall oz perticular, in the head, oꝛ that as they call Mirar- 
chia, and alſo in them that haue Lepꝛoſte: of the Arabienſſor, E- 
lephanclacis, of the Greekes, It dooth p2ofife much in Scabbes, 
in itchings, in Scuruines, and in all parts of the body that is in⸗ 
fected, It maketh a very good woꝛke: and doth remedy the euills 
manikeſtlp. Foz that this Stone hath pꝛopertie to heale them. J 
haue giuen it in quarten Agues, x although it taketh not aware 
the quarten, it taketh awaye the accidents ol it, the faintnes and 
ſadneſſe, and the greete of the heart: which in theſe Feuers are 
common. Snrelpe they do feele with the vie of it notable pꝛofit, 
in all large and impoꝛtunate diſeaſes. 4c, Jt is good to caſt into 
Purges, ſame grapnes of it, that ik the purge do carrye veno⸗ 
mous medicines, it may rccifie and amende them, And ik not it 
giueth foꝛce and ſtrength to the heart, and they v:w2ke the better. 
In the Oꝛienkall Indians, they baue a cuſiome to purge them 
ſelues two times euerp peere: and eſpeciallp, the Noble people 
of eſtimation.

And it is a good vſe, foꝛ it 
cannot but dw them muche good. 4 haue giuen it tomany peo⸗ 
ple, and cipecialiy to Childꝛen æ bopes, that are to2mented with 

Woozmes : and haue ſcene ſuch wozks as are not to be bglce- 

ved: if they were not ſerne. This and moꝛe hath Doctoꝛ Monar-

The 
bloud Stone is a kinde of a Jaſper of diuers colours, ſomewhat 
darke, full of ſpꝛinckles like to bloud, beeing of collour red, of the 
which Stones the Indians doo make tertapne artes, both 
greate and (mail. The vſe thereof both heere and there, is fo2 
all lluxe of bioud, of what: parts ſotuer it be, of the noſe, oꝛ ot᷑ the 


Menſtrues. da ol the Pyles, and ol woundes, oꝛ of that which is 


caſt out of the mouth. The ſtone mutt be wet in tolde wafer, and 
the ſicke man muſt take it in his right hande, and from time to 
time wet it in cold water: In this lezte the Indians dor vſe them. 
And as touching the Indians, they have it foycertain; that tou 
ching the ſame Stone in ſome parte where the bloude runneth,

faſhions : foz ſo the Indians had them in olde time, ſome like to 
Fiſhes, other like to heads of Birdes, other like to billes of Pos 
pagies, other like to round Beadeſtones : but all pierced thꝛough 
foꝛ that the Indians did vſe to weare them hanging, foz the effed 
of the arcfe of the ſtone oz ſtomack: foz in theſe two ſickneſſes it 
doth maruelous effeds.

and caſt out mach ſand, p manp times be dath take it away : fo: 
that he thinketh that it doth hurt him foz fo put out ſo much: and 
in taking it away, he ceaſeth to caſt any from him, When he fee- 
leth the paine of the ſtone, and putting it to againe, it doth take 
away incontinent, with erpclling of muche Hande and ſmall 
Stones. J haue ſeene it carried fo perſons, that haue beene ar&- 
ned with great grecfe and paine of the ſapde diſeaſe, and putting 
it to them, they do fozthwith expell the ſand and the little ſtones;

Thys 
is meruailous, and is of great vertues, and it is called of ſome, 
mother ot Balme. | 
The firſt vertue thereof is, that it burnes, the ſeconde is, that 
if thou walh thy face and noſe therewith, and that tþ2iſe in a dap, 
if cures and helps the Rewme. Jt cleareth the ſight, and it com- 
fo:teth the Sinnewes: and if thou waſh there-with the hinder 
part of tye head, then it comfozts the memoꝛp, and allthe vertues 
of the minde. Thys alſo doth puriſie both Fiſh and Fleſh, and if 
they be putrified 02 coꝛrupt, what ſoener therefoze is cozrupt oz 
putrified,it takes and conſumes it away, And it keepes that that 
is good t ſound, ſo that you may cate them as though they were 
new and freſh. It bꝛings againe an appetite, it comfozteth the 
ſtomacke, and if you take thereof moꝛning and euening, it con- 
ſumes the fleame in the ſtomacke. Jt helpes oz cures a ſtinking 
bꝛeath: as weli comming of the ſtomack as of the bzain : if you 
take foure oz ſiue dꝛops thereof once a day in a little Mine. No 
cold venomous thing may come neere it, as Frogs, Todes, Ser⸗ 
pents and Scoꝛpions: if a cloth dipt in the ſame, and compaſſe 
a toade o2 Serpent compaſſed there with, they will die, although 
they touch it not. and ſo it dooth in all kinde of cold venomes: as 
the byting of a Zoade, oꝛ of a Serpent. Foz it heales, if you walh 
offentimes ther with the grecued plate. And if you ſeeth an Egge 
in it, it will ſooner be ſod therein, tben in any boyling water, It 
beales and dzyes vpany kinde of Scab oz tetter quickly: if — 
wa 
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wah it there with twiſe in a day: and if yon put thee 02 fower 
dꝛoppes of this into the eare, and ſuffer the ſame there as long 
as you can it helps and cures all noyſe # ſouniings of the cares. 
If pou mixe herewith an equall poztion of the iupce of German 
der, and put the oz foure dꝛops thereof in the care, foure times 
in the day,then it helps and cures all deafnes : of what cauſe ſce- 
ner it comes: watering eyes and bleared eyes it booth cure, clari⸗ 
ſie, reſtraine and comfoꝛts: if pou walh them therewith twiſe oz 
thꝛiſe. All Ampoſtumes, Ulcers, and all other ſuper fluities it 
dooth reſtraine, cure, and rectifie, And it is a thing moꝛe repercuſ- 
ſine and conſumptiue againſt colde humoꝛs, then the Saphire oz 
Wlanten. All paines of the teeth, oz running humozs, it dooth 
help, reſtraine, foꝛtiſie: and it makes the teeth white, ik ther with 
you do wach the rootes ofthe teeth. All woundes of the heade, 
though they be deepe, are cured with this ſame Ople: if therwith 
you waſh it twiſe oꝛ thꝛiſe a day, Pea, though the bzaine pan bee 
bꝛoken, ſo that Pia mater be not hurt. It heales and cures all Fi⸗ 
ſtulaes, Cankers, Noli me tangere, the Rings Euill, and every 
other eating ſoꝛe: if you waſh the ſame there with twiſle oz thꝛiſe 
a dap. It heales and cures all kinde of Gowtes, if you waſhe oz 
annoynt them there with, ſo that they come of a colde tauſe: and 
laying alſo a linnen cloth dypt therein vpon the greencd place. 
It helps alſo all ſtrokes with ſtaues oz other bzuſings, eyther by 
falles o; otherwiſe, if you- annopnt the bꝛuſed oz greeued place 
there with, and heales them perfectly and well. It helpes the E⸗ 
merods and Fundament that goes foozth, and makes it tarry in 
hys place, if you annoynt the ſame therewith. It belps the Pal⸗ 
ſey, andall weakneſſe of the members, it dooth ſtrengthen: if you 
annoynt the ſame therewith. Bnowe that it is moſt hote : and is 
of ſuch penetration and heate, that if you put one dꝛop thcreofin 
pour hand, by an by it penetrates the hande without any hurte. 
And you ſhall not ſcele any ſwelling of the feete o2 of the legges, 
oꝛ any paine of the iopnts, it you waſh oꝛ annoint the ſame theres 
with, andit will helpe it if you dip a lynnen cloth therein, and 
plaiſter it thereto. And bꝛiefely if you will vſe it, it pꝛofits, helps 
and cures all colde greefes, and all diſeaſes comming ck a colde 
cauſe,of feame, oꝛ ofpatrificd oz coꝛrupt blood. It hath pet mas 
ny other vertues heere left out, t it is called the mother of ba'me, 
Dd 2 becauſe 
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becauſe it is better then Balme in many ofhis effects. And if you 
will pꝛoue that it be a true Balme: take a Chicken (the feathers 
pour off, and the guttes taken awape, ) and ſee that it bee well 
bit and made as cleane as tan be, and dzy the ſame at a ſoft 
fire, ſo long as you may well holde it in your hand, then ann oint 
the ſame Chicken well both within and without, with the ſayde 
Balme, twiſe oꝛ th2ice: then afterwards lay the ſaide Chicken a⸗ 
gainſt the Sunne, foʒ the ſpace of two howꝛes, ſuffring it a little 
to dꝛye at the Sunne, and afterwards lape vp the ſaide Chicken 
where you will: foꝛ it will neuer putriſie noz reteiue any coꝛrup⸗ 
tion, ſo long as the woꝛld dooth indure. And know further, that 
this Dyle hath eighteene other vertues, which are wꝛitten: but 
not heere. This notable Dyle ot Balme, J copiped out ofa very 
olde witten Booke, which came out of the Abbe pe of Elſam in 
Lincolnſhire, And now by me conuerted out of Latine into En⸗ 
gliſh,to the pꝛofite of many, J hope.

This Doctoz Monardus hath witten, 
with manp other wonders and notable vertucs thereof, n his 
Woke bofoze mentioned: Jnfituled, Jopefull Newes out of the 
new ound UWoz2lbe, This Tabaco is a marucilous and wonder⸗ 
ful hearb growing in the weſt Indians, called the newe Spaine: 
and thꝛough the bꝛinging of the Seedes thereof from thence, it 
growes now boty in Spame and Fraunce.
